not understood very w-ell, it attracts 
a great many people of a certain 
restless type of mind who want to 
use “diathermy” for any number of 
things, from removing tonsils to 
curing their big toes. 
Diathermy is heat. Robbed of all 
Its fine names and claims, that is 
what it is. The very same people 
who cry to have diathermy used on 
them would 
hardly 
brag at all 
about having heat used on them. 
“I ’m going to have my tonsils out 
by diathermy” is the same as say­ 
ing, “I ’m going to have my tonsils 
burned out,” but somehow it doesn't 
sound the same. 
This is not an attempt to belittle 
it. Heat is. and always has been, a 
great remedy in medicine. Cauter­ 
izing or burning away diseased tis­ 
sue is one of the oldest, and still 
one of the best, methods of dis­ 
posing of diseased tissue. And dia­ 
thermy is a very special form of 
producing heat and a very valuable 
one. But it is to its own best inter­ 
ests that the veil of mystery which 
various hands have attempted to 
envelope it with be withdrawn. All 
the effects of diathermy are pro­ 
duced by the effect of heat and of 
cauterization.

A. C., Highland Park, N. J.; "Can 
you give me any information on the 
nerve operation for tuberculosis?" 
Answer: This probably refers <to 
the division of the phrenic nerve in 
the neck which controls the move­ 
ments of the diaphragm. When the 
nerve is cut the diaphragm on that 
side is paralyzed and the move­ 
ments of that side of the chest are 
greatly 
diminished 
in 
breathing. 
This stops the movements of the 
lungs and gives them a chance to 
heal. The literature on the subject 
is all technical and recently pub­ 
lished.
